On Tuesday b oth W inni­ 
peg and Chicago prices suffered the sharpest b reak 
of the year. 
Barring unforeseen developments, there is not 
much question ab out a huge sm all grain harvest 
in Neb raska. Ex trem e heat during the critical days 
of ripening or the developm ent of rust could upset 
calculaticms, b ut w ith the huge acreage that has 
b een planted to small grains, with am ple m oisture 
tc insure full growth, the prospects are that b ins 
v/hich have not had the feeling of grain for some 
years w ill b e filled to overflowing unless w heat 
growers them seh'es rush the crop to m arket at 
harvest time. 
It would appear to b e the part of commonsense 
for farm ers who are in a position to do so to store 
their grain. Conditions so ex trem ely favorab le to 
w heat especially throughout most of the m iddle 
w estern states do not put in their appearance every 
year. If the farm ers do not withhold large quanti­ 
ties erf w heat through storage, it is apparent they 
KT« gomg to take a licking on prices.
